NEW GOLF COURSE PROJECT 

— ' -FOR* KOWLOON. 
, pease 3 fee 

A SITE NEAR KOWLOON CITY. 

A number of Kowloon. golfers . have 
been actively ‘Interesting _ themselves 
lately in the acquisition of a new. golf 
course for Kowloon. The. matter. thoy 
realised was-a pressing one in view of 
the probable early closing down of the 
King's Park. golf course in connection 
with the Government scheme for laying 
out of the Park for gencra! recreational 
purposes. They took the matter in hand 
,Seriuusly withthe result that it now ap- 
pears quite likely that-a new course will 
be laid. out near Kowloon City at an 
early date. The ‘Government ‘has been 
npproached on the matter and ‘the pro- 
moters of the scheme have reason to be- 
Hieve.' that their schome will. recoive 
favourable consideration and support. 
The promoters havo. been at great pains 
to find suitable land for the purpose, and 
they have now in mind a suitable piece 
of land situated ocar. Rowloon City on 
which stands the Military Rifle Range. 
This land is admirably suited for‘ the 
laying out of a course and it is consider- 
ed that it can be easily made ready: for 
playing on. without: a great deal of 
trouble and expense. There is a natural 
fairway, whilst natural buokers and haz- 
zardsa also exist. . The promoters have 


| been over the proposed course several 


times and have drawn up plans of the 
proposed lay-out of a nine hole course. 
They are now ready ‘to ‘place their 
scheme before the public and. in this 
connection’ they are arranging for a 
public meeting to be, held ‘in the near 
future... The , Military Authorities hold 
the land on lense from the Government, 
but we aro given to understand that they 
raise no objection’ to the laying out of 
the course and that they would only 
require to use the Tange on Wednesdaya 
and Saturdays.

ON TARING TROUBLE, 
SERMON BY THE REV. -H. COPLEY 
MOYLE, MAL. 


The .Rev. H. Copley Moyle, Senior 
Chaptaid of St John's Cathedral, preach- 
ed the following on Sunday morning.

Historians tell us that before the birth 
of ‘Christ. the Jews had spread into all 
civilised countries, and wherever) they 
went they had gained many proselytes. 
Their emphatic assertion that there is 
hut one God, gained many believers from 
the hosts of the heathen, who had been 
accustomed to think of crowds of gods. 
‘Amongst tho Jews at the time” of 
Christ's birth, the idea which above all 
othora .lled the Jewish mind was the 


expected appearance of the great rince; 
the “ Anointed.one,"’ or the ffessiah. So 
general amongst the Jows was this. ¢x- 
pectation, that they became an easy prey 
to advgnturers who posed ns the Messiah. 
It is ‘certain that this expectation would 
be known ‘amongst all the nations whore 
the. Jews wero scuttered,. and not least 
amongst the Persians who were friendly. 
to the Jews. Ib’was probably from.Pcr- 
sia that the wise men came of whom we 
aro thinking to-day on this feast.of the 
Epiphany. The stars were much studied 
amongst the Persians aid they wero be 
lieved to exercise a supreme influence 
over the lives af human beings and over 
the course of nature. The special power 
of cach star was supposed to have been 
dscovered, Diodorus Siculus, who lived 
in-the generation before Christ, mys of 
the Astrologers of the East ‘‘ they think 
the noblest study is that of the five stars 
ealled pick which they call interpre- 
ters,—they say that they portend some 
things by their rising, others by their 
setting, und still others by their colour, 
to those who study them diligently.” 
The position of. the stars at a child's 
birth was believed to determine his fate 
and so. to cast nativities, that is to find 
ont what star's influence was predomin- 
ant on.the day of’a child’s birth, became 
one of the chief functions of tho astro- 
logers. «The science of the stars” was 
greatly cultivated amongst the. ancient 
races of the East, and like all higher 
knowledge in those days it was,in the 
hands of a priestly caste, ond this caste 
was known as Magi. The order flourish- 


led amongst'’the Babylonians and Medes 


and Persians. Wo'fitst come, across the 
title in°the Bible in the 39th Chapter of 
Jeremiah, where we find the word Rab- 
mag, which means the head of tho Magi. 
In the book of Danicl we find them 
spoken of as the interpreters of dreams, 
a belief that the stars had an influence 
on human lives survived till quite modern 
times. Shakespeare, more than once Te 
fers to the belicf. These Magi had been 
led by something’ they had seen in the 
stars to. believe that’ the expected ‘Mes- 
siah had been born. Various conje 

have been made As to’ wha} oxactly was 
the star’ which they had ‘sc¢a.' “The 
astronomer Kepler regarded it os 2 new 
star, such as occasionally flames out in 


the sly ond gradually dwindles from 
sight. 


Others have taken it-to be a 
comet, others again believe it to have 
been o conjunction of Venus, Jupiter and 
Mars, but whatever it was these Magi 
had ‘been brought: to believe that the 
Jewish Messiah was born and they had 
come snd- play him their 
homage. “They. went naturally to: Jeru- 
salem and there inquired where the, new 
born”King was to be found. ‘Their com- 
ing caused_o panic in Jerusalem, for 
Herod tho King was terribly jealous of 
any possible claimant to his throne, at 
this..time he was.an old man s 4 
into the last atages of disease, but. ads 
je him more cruel, 
Ho had slain ‘his wife and some of 
sons, and the people of Jerusalem: bad 
good reason to‘fear that the visit of these 
Magi would. excite him to further mas-, 
sacres.
